Fursuant to the instructions of Captain Gannaway the 
following report is submitted. 

T-l states SUBJECT was born 30, April, 1918 in Mabank, 
Texas. SUBJECT has lived in Dallas the greater part of his 
adult life. His present address is 2651 Fonville Dr. SUBJECT 
owns this residence and it is valued at $25*000.00. SUBJECT'S 
profession is a barber and he owns the Longhorn Barbershop, 
at 8l06 Scyene Rd . SUBJECT has owned this shop since January 
of 1955 • SUBJECT is also a musician and singer. 

T-l also states that SUBJECT now operates the LONGHORN 
RANCH nightclub, 216 Corinth St. , and in conjunction with the 
nightclub, he operates the Longhorn Recording Co. which is at 
the same location. This Company specializes in western style 
phonograpu recordings* The Longhorn Ranch is leased from O.L, 
NELMS who formerlly operated the club and sold the right to 
operate the club to SUBJECT for 06,000.00 on 24 December, 1958. 
NELMS is still the owner of the property. 



T-l also has information that SUBJECT operated a club 
on the second floor, southwest corner of Commerce and Browder 
sts., which was known as the Bounty Ballroom when SUBJECT 
leased it in 1952. SU3JECT later purchased the Bridgeport 
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ember of 1955* SUBJECT later purchased Faber's portion of the 
club . SUBJECT sold the Bridgeport Club to CECIL LUNA in April 
of 1957* T-l states SUBJECT was also in partnership with his 
brother, CLIFTON 0. GROOM at the Groom Brothers Hardware and 
Appliance Store, 117 Pleasant Grove Shopping Center. SUBJECT 
sold his portion of this hardware store to one C.W. FOS TER in 



December of 1953*

T-l futher reveals that SUBJECT has three tax lien 
cases filed against him at the present time. These tax leins 
are listed in the Recording Section of the County Clerk's 
office. The date of filing, log book number, page number and 
monetary amount are as follows: September 11, 1961, Volume 
4l, page 535» excise tax for $50,993*00; March l6, 1962, 
volume 44, page 356, cabaret tax for $3)876.00; January 4, 
1965, volume 54, page 125, excise tax for $24, 482*00. 

The County Clerk's office, Recording Section, was 
checked by the reporting officer and the above information 
was verified. 

SUBJECT was interviewed by Detective T.T. Wardlaw of 
the Intelligence .Section on l4, February, 1964* SUBJECT 
stated he had been an employee of JACK RUBY aka RUBENSTEIN 
at the Silver Spur night club, 1717 B* Ervar St . in 1948 
and worked for RUBY for approximately six to eight months. 
SUBJECT also stated he has seen RUBY about two or three 
times a year since his employment by Ruby. SUBJECT was asked 
if he knew LEE HARVEY OSWALD and if he did, was he aware of 
any connection between RUBY and OSWALD. SUBJECT'S reply was 
that he personally did not know OSWALD arid he has no know- 
ledge of an aquaintance between RUBY and OSWALD. SUBJECT 
also stated that although he was not a close friend of RUBY, 
he did not beleive RUBY was a communist or had been connected 
with any. SUBJECT told Detective 'WARDLAW that if he learned 
of any information that might be helpfull to the police, that 
he would contact officer WARDLAW. The interview was then ter- 
minated.
